EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to tine record appears below. Sliould tlie clianges 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

The application has been amended as follows: 

1 . In claim 20, line 1 , after "activity," insert "from about 20% to about 90%", and on 
page 4, line 1 , after "consisting of a" insert "chloride,". 

2. In claim 24, line 2, after "compound is" delete "Ucf-101" and insert "formula I, 
wherein Ri is a nitro group (ucf-101)". 

3. In claim 25, line 2, after "compound is" delete "Ucf-102" and insert "formula II, 
wherein Ri is a chloride and R2 is a methoxy group (ucf-102)". 

4. In claim 26, line 2, after "compound is" delete "Ucf-103" and insert "formula III, 
wherein Ri is CO2H (ucf-103)".

5. In claim 27, line 2, after "compound is" delete "Ucf-104" and insert "formula IV, 
wherein Ri is a nitro group (ucf-104)". 



EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Applicant's amendments and Declaration has been fully considered. In light of 
the Examiner's amendments, claims 20-22, 24-29 and 54-56 are allowed and 
renumbered to claims 1-12. 

In light of the Declaration under 37 C.F.R. 1 .132, the Cilenti et al. reference is not 
by "another". Therefore the 35 U.S.C. 102(a) rejection of claims 20, 22, 25-28 and 54- 

55 as being anticipated by Cilenti et al. is withdrawn. Also, the 35 U.S.C. 103(a) 
rejection of claims 21 , 29 and 56 as being unpatentable over Cilenti et al. is withdrawn. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims 
20, 22, 25-28 and 54-55 are drawn to a method of inhibiting Omi/HtrA2 activity 
comprising contacting a cell having Omi/HtrA2 activity with an apoptosis inhibiting 
compound of formula I, II, III or IV. There is no prior art disclosing the applicant's 
compounds or their ability to inhibit Omi/HtrA2 activity. The closest art is AInemri (US 
2003/0073629 Al), in which teaches Omi/HtrA2 activation of apoptosis via a caspase- 
independent manner through its protease activity with a peptide (see page 1 , paragraph 
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3, lines 1-4 and abstract). AInemri does not teach the applicant's compounds to inhibit 
Omi/HtrA2 activity.
